NOTEl - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The accompanying financial statements of the St. Landry Parish School Board have been prepared tn 
confomnity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America as applied to 
govemmental units, hereinafter referred to as GAAP (generally accepted accounting principles) The accepted 
standard-setting body for establishing governmental accounting and financial reporting principles is GASB (the 
Govemmental Accounting Standards Board) 

In March 2009. the Govemmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) issued Statement No 54 - Fund 
Balance Reporting and Govemment Fund Type Definitions. This statement establishes fund balance 
classifications based pnmanly on the extent to which the School Board is bound to honor constraints on the use 
of the resources reported in each governmental fund as welt as establishes additional note disclosures 
regarding fund balance classification policies and procedures 

A. FINANCIAL REPORTING ENTITT 

The SL Landry Parish School Board was created by Louisiana Revised Statute (LSA-R S.) 17:51 for the 
purpose of providing public education for the children within SL Landry Parish. The School Board is authorized 
by LSA-R.S 17,81 to establish policies and regulations for its ovi/n government consistent with the taws of the 
state of Louisiana and the regulations of the Louisiana Board of Elementary and Secondary Education The 
School Board is comprised of thirteen memt>ers who are elected from districts for terms of four years. 

The School Board operated 36 schools within the pansh. 2 of which are vocational schools In conjunction with 
the regular educational programs, some of these schools offer special education and/or adult education 
programs In addition, the School Board provides transportation and school food services for the students 

For financial reporting purposes, the School Board includes all funds and activities for which the School Board 
exercises financial accountability. Because the School Board members are independently elected and are 
soldy accountable for fiscal matters, which include (1) budget authority. (2) responsibility for funding deficits and 
operating deficiencies, and (3) fiscal management for controlling the collection and disbursement of funds, the 
School Board is a separate govemmental reporting entity, primary government 

B BASIS OF PRESENTATION 

GOVERNMENT-WIDE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS (GWFS) 

The Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities display information about the School Board, the 
pnmary govemment, as a whole. They include all funds of the reporting entity, which are considered to be 
governmental activities For the most part, the effect of interfund activity has been removed from these 
statements. The School Board's Intemal Service Fund is a governmental activity. Intemal Service Fund activity 
IS eliminated to avoid 'doubling up" revenues and expenses Fiduciary funds are not included in the GWFS 
Fiduciary funds are reported only in the Statement of Fiduciary Net Assets at the fund financtai statement level 

The Statement of Activities presents a comparison between direct expenses and program revenues for each 
function of the School Board's govemmental activities. Direct expenses are those that are specifically 
associated with a program or function and, therefore, are clearly identifiable to a particular function. 

Program revenues include (a) fees and charges paid by the recipients of goods or services offered by the 
programs, and (b) grants and contnbutions that are restricted to meeting the operatonal or capital requirements 
of a particular program. Revenues that are not classified as program revenues, including all taxes, are 
presented as general revenues.

FUND FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

The accounls of the School Board are organized and operated on the basis of funds. A fund is an mdependent 
fiscal and accounting entity with a separate set of self-balancing accounts. Fund accounting segregates funds 
according to their intended purpose and is used to aid management in demonstrating compliance VMth finance-
related legal and contractual provisions. The minimum number of funds is maintained consistent with legal and 
managenal requirements. Fund financial statements report detailed information about the School Board. As a 
general rule, interfund eliminations are not made in the fund financial statements. 

The various funds of the School Board are classified into three categories governmental, proprietary, and 
fiduciary. The emphasis on fund financial statements is on major funds, each displayed in a separate column 
A fund is considered major if it is the primary operating fund of the School Board or meets the following criteria 

a. Total assets, liabilities, revenues, or expenditures/expenses of that individual governmental or 
enterprise fund are at least ten percent of the corresponding total for all funds of that category or 
type; and 

b. Total assets, liabilities, revenues, or expenditures^expenses of the individual governmental or 
enterprise fimd are at least five percent of the corresponding total for all govemmental and 
enterprise funds combined 

The School Board reports the following major governmental funds 

The General Fund is the general operating fund of the School Board. It accounts for all financial resources 
except those required to be accounted for in other funds 

The Lunch Fund Special Revenue Fund accounts for the provision of meals to school children. All activities 
necessary to provide such meals are accounted for in this fund including, but not limited to administration, 
operations and maintenance 

The Title I Special Revenue Fund accounts for Title 1 revenue Title I of the Improving America's Schools Act 
(lASA) provides funds to ensure that all children have a fair, equal and significant opportunity to obtain a high-
quality education and reach, at a minimum, proficiency on state academic achievement standards and 
assessments. The federal funds for Title I are allocated and administered by the state for at-nsk students 

The Debt Service Fund accounts for the accumulation of resources for, and the payment of, long-term debt 
principal and interest 

The Capital Projects Fund accounts for financtai resources to be used for the acquisition or construction of 
major capital facilities 

Additionally, the School Board reports the following fund types* 

SPECIAL REVENUE FUNDS 

Speoal Revenue Funds account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources that are legally restncted 
to expenditures for specified purposes These funds account for the revenues and expenditures related 
to federal, state and local grant and entitlement programs

DEBT SERVICE FUNDS 

Debt Service Funds, established to meet requirements of bond ordinances, are used to account for the 
accumulation of resources for and the payment of general long-term debt pnncipal. Interest and related 
costs 

CAPITAL PROJECTS FUNDS 

Capital Projects Funds are used to account for financial resources to be used for the acquisition or 
construction of major capital facJities The School Board uses this fund to account for the use of the 
QuaFified Zone Academy Bonds (QZAB) 

PROPRIETARY FUNDS 

Propnetary Funds are used to account for ongoing organizations and activities that are similar to those 
often found in the pnvate sector The measurement focus is based upon determination of net income, 
financial position, and cash flows The following is the School Board's proprietary fund type: 

Intemal Sen/ice Fund (Insurance Trust Fund) 

The Interrial Service Fund is used to account for the accumulation of resources for and the payment of 
benefits by the School Board's group self-insurance program 

Propnetary funds distinguish operating revenues and expenses from nonoperating items Operating 
revenues are denved from contributions made from the employer and employees These revenues are 
planned to match (1) expenses of insurance premiums In excess of seifnnsurance amounts, (2) actual 
claims and estimated liabilities for claims incurred but not yet reported at year-end, and (3) operating 
expenses All revenues and expenses not meeting this definition are reported as nonoperating 
revenues and expenses 

FIDUCIARY FUNDS 

Fiduciary funds account for assets held by the government in a trustee capacity or as an agent on 
behalf of other funds within the School Board The funds accounted for in this category by the School 
Board are the agency funds. The agency funds are as follows: 

School Activitv Fund - accounts for assets held by the School Board as an agent for the individual 
schools and school organizations 

Sales Tax Fund - accounts for monies collected on behalf of other taxing authorities within the pansh 

C MEASUREMENT FOCUS/BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 

Measurement focus is a term used to describe "which" transactions are recorded within the various financial 
statements. Basis of accounting refers to Vhen" transactions are recorded regardless of the measurement 
focus applied.

MEASUREMENT FOCUS 

On the govemment^lde Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Actrvittes, the govemmental activities 
are presented using the economic resources measurement focus as defined in Item b below In the fund 
financial statements, the ''current financial resources' measurement focus or the "economic resources" 
measurement focus is used as appropnate: 

a All govemmental funds utilize a 'current financial resources" measurement focus Only current financtai 
assets and liabilities are generally included on their balance sheets Their operating statements present 
sources and uses of available spendable financial resources dunng a given penod. These funds use 
fund balance as their measure of available spendable financial resources at the end of the penod 

b The propnetary (internal service) fund utilizes an 'economic resources" measurement focus The 
accountmg objectives of this measurement focus are the determinatton of operating income, changes in 
net assets (or cost recovery), financial position, and cash fiows. All assets and liabilities (whether 
cunent or noncun-ent) associated with their activities are reported. Proprietary fund equity is classified 
as net assets 

BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 

In the government-wide Statement of Net Assets and Statement of Activities, the governmental activities are 
presented using the accrual basis of accounting. Under the accrual basis of accounting, revenues are 
recognized when earned and expenses are recorded when the liability is incurred or economic asset used. 
Revenues, expenses, gains, losses, assets, and liabilities resulting from exchange and exchange-like 
transactions are recognized in accordance with the requirements of GASB Statement No 33 "Accounting and 
Financial Reporting for Nonexchange Transactions." 

In the fund financial statements, govemmental funds are presented on the modified accrual basis of accounting. 
Under this modified accnjal basis of accounting, revenues are recognized vi/hen "measurable and available' 
Measurable means knowing or being able to reasonably estimate the amounL Available means being 
collectible within the current period or within 60 days after year-end. Expenditures (including facilities 
acquisition and construction) are recorded virhen the related fund liability is incurred, except for general 
obligation bond principal and interest which are reported when due. The governmental funds use the following 
practices m recording revenues and expenditures 

REVENUES 

Federal and state ent'ttements (unrestricted grants-in-aid. which include state equalization and state revenue 
sharing) are recorded when available and measurable. Expenditure-dnven federal and state grants, which are 
restricted as to the purpose of the expenditures, are recorded when the reimbursable expenditures have t>een 
incurred 

Ad valorem taxes are recorded in the year the taxes are due and payable Ad valorem taxes are assessed in 
November, by the parish assessor, based on the assessed value and become due on Decemt>er 31 of each 
year The taxes become delinquent on January 1 An enforceable lien attaches to the property as of January 1 
The taxes are generally collected in December. January, and February of the fiscal year. Property tax revenues 
are accnjed at fiscal year-end to the extent that they have been collected but not received by the St Landry 
Pansh Tax Collector's Office Such amounts are measurable and available to fmance current operations

REVENUES - Continued 

Interest income on time deposits and revenues from rentals, leases and royalties are recorded when earned. 

Sales and use tax revenues are recorded in the month collected by the School Board 

Substantially all other revenues are recorded when received 

EXPENDITURES 

Salanes are recorded as expenditures when incurred Nine-month employee salanes are incurred over a nine-
month period but paid over a twelve-month period 

Compensated absences are recognized as expenditures when leave is actually taken or when employees (or 
heirs) are paid for accrued leave upon retirement or death 

Commitments under construction contracts are recognized as expenditures when earned by the contractor. 

Pnncipal and interest on general long-term obligations are not recognized until due 

All other expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of accounting when the related 
fund liabikty is incun'ed. 

The Proprietary Fund utilizes the accrual basis of accounting Under the accrual basis of accounting, revenues 
are recognized when earned and expenses are recorded when the liability is incurred or economic asset used 

OTHER FINANCING SOURCES (USES^ 

Transfers between funds that are not expected to be repaid (or any other types, such as capital lease 
transactions, sales of capital assets, debt extinguishments, long-term debt proceeds, et cetera) are accounted 
for as other financing sources (uses). These other financing sources (uses) are recognized at the time the 
underlying events occur 

DEFERRED REVENUES 

Deferred revenues arise when resources are received before the School Board has a legal claim to them, as 
when grant monies are received prior to the incurrence of qualifying expenditures or v^en tuition is received in 
advance of the commencement of classes 

in subsequent penods. when the School Board has a legal claim to the resources, the liability for defen-ed 
revenue is removed from the balance sheet and the revenue is recognized. The value of commodities provided 
by the federal govemment to the School Lunch Program ts also included in deferred revenue until consumed 

ALLOCATION OF INDIRECT EXPENSES 

The School Board reports all direct expenses by function in the Statement of Activities Direct expenses are 
those that are dearty identifiable with a function Indirect expenses of other functions are not allocated to those 
functions, but are reported separately in the Statement of Activities. Depreciation expense is specifically 
identified by function and is included tn the direct expense of each function Interest on general long-term debt 
IS considered an indirect expense and is reported separately on the Statement of Activities

D. ASSETS. LIABILITIES AND EQUITY 

CASH AND INTEREST-BEARING DEPOSITS 

For purposes of the Statement of Net Assets, cash and interest-bearing deposits include all demand accounts, 
savings accounts, and certificates of deposit of the School Board For the purpose of the Propnetary Fund 
Statement of cash Rows, "cash and cash equivalents' include all demand and savings accounts, and certificates 
of deposit or short-term investments with an original matunty of three months or less when purchased. 

INVESTMENTS 

Under state law the School Board may deposit funds with a fiscal agent organized under the laws of the state of 
Louisiana, the taws of any other state in the union, or the laws of the United States The School Board may 
invest in United States bonds, treasury notes and bills, government backed agency securities, or certificates and 
time deposits of state banks organized under Louisiana law and national banks having principal offices in 
Louisiana, tn addition, local govemments in Louisiana are authorized to invest m the Louisiana Asset 
Management Pool (LAMP), a nonprofit corporation formed by the state treasurer and organized under the laws 
of the state of Louisiana, vi^ich operates a local govemment investment pool At June 30. 2012, the School 
Board's investment in LAMP is stated at amortized cost 

INTERFUND RECEIVABLES AND PAYABLES 

Dunng the course of operations, numerous transactions occur between individual funds Ihat may result in 
amounts owed between funds. Those related to goods and services type transactions are classified as "due to 
and from other funds" Short-term interfund loans are reported as "interfund receivables and payables' Long-
term interfund loans (noncun^nt portion) are reported as 'advances to and from other funds" Interfund 
receivables and payables between funds within governmental activities are eliminated in the Statement of Net 
Assets 

RECEIVABLES 

In the govemment-wide statements, receivables consist of all revenues earned at year-end and not yet 
received Major receivable balances for the govemmental activities Include ad valorem taxes, sales and use 
taxes, and federal and state grants 

PREPAID ITEMS 

Payments made to vendors for services that will benefit periods beyond June 30. 2012, are recorded as prepaid 
items 

INVENTORY 

The cost of inventories is recorded as expenditures when consumed rather than when purchased Reserves 
are established for an amount equal to the carrying value of inventories 

Inventory of the General Fund consists of school supplies purchased which are valued at cost (first-in, first-out) 

Inventory of the School Lunch Special Revenue Fund consists of food purchased by the School Board and 
commodities granted by the United States Department of Agriculture through the Louisiana Department of 
Education The commodities are recorded as revenues when received and expenditures when consumed All 
purchased inventory Items are valued at actual costs (first-in. first-out), and commodities are assigned values 
based on information provided by the United States Department of Agriculture

Inventory is also reported in the Summer Feeding Program. This inventory consists of food purchased to be 
issued solely in the Summer Feeding Program 

There were no significant amounts of inventory on hand in other funds at year-end 

BOND ISSUE COSTS 

Bond issue costs are amortized on a straight-line basis over the term of the related debt 

CAPITAL ASSETS 

The accounting treatment owet property, plant and equipment (capital assets) depends on whether they are 
reported in the govemment-wide or fund financial statements. 

In the government-wide financial statements, capital assets are capitalized at histoncal cost, or estimated 
historical cost if actual Is unavailable, except for donated assets, which are recorded at their estimated fair value 
at the date of donation. The School Board maintains a threshold level of $5,000 or more for capitalizing capital 
assets 

Depreciation of all exhaustible capital assets is recorded as an allocated expense in the Statement of Activities, 
with accumulated depreciation reflected In the Statement of Net Assets. Depreciation is provided over the 
assets' estimated useful lives using the straight-line method of depreciation The range of estimated useful lives 
by type of asset is as follows* 

Buildings and Improvements 20-100 years 
Furniture and equipment 5 - 40 years 

The cost of normal maintenance and repairs that do not add to the value of the asset or materially extend asset 
lives are not capitalized. 

In the fund financial statements, capital assets used in govemmental fund operations are accounted for as 
facilities acquisition and construction expenditures of the governmental fund upon acquisition 

The School Board does not possess any material amounts of infrastructure capital assets, such as sidewalks 
and parking lots. Such items are considered to be part of the cost of the buildings and improvements. In the 
future, if such items are built or constructed, and appear to be material in cost compared to all capital assets, 
they will be capitalized and depreciated over their estimated useful lives as with ail other depreciable capital 
assets

COMPENSATED ABSENCES 

All twelve-month employees eam from 12 to 18 days of vacation leave each year, depending on their length of 
sendee with the School Board. A maximum of 40 days of vacation time can be carried over to the next year 
The School Board changed its policy In 2001 Before this there was no maximum. These hours were 
grandfathered in 

Nine-month employees and twelve-month employees who are members of the Louisiana School Employees' 
Retirement System eam 10 days sick and personal leave each year. Other twelve-month employees eam from 
12 to 18 days of sick leave each year, depending on length of service vvith the School Board Accumulation of 
sick leave is unlimited Upon death or retirement, unused accumulated sick leave of up to 25 days is paid to 
employees (or heirs) at the employee's current rate of pay. Under the Louisiana Teachers' Retirement System, 
the total unused accumulated skM leave, Including the 25 days paid, is used in the retirement benefit 
computation as eamed servtee for leave earned pnor to July 1,1988. For sick leave earned after July 1.1988. 
under the Louisiana Teachers' Retirement System and for sick leave eamed under the Louisiana School 
Empk>yees' Retirement System, all unpaid sick leave, which excludes the 25 days paid, ts used in the retirement 
benefit computation as earned service. Upon resignation, all sick leave is forfeited. 

Sabbatical leave may be granted for rest and recuperation and for professional and cultural improvement. Any 
employee with a teaching certificate is entitled, subject to approval by the School Board, to one semester of 
sabbatical leave after three years of continuous service or two semesters of sabbatical leave after six or more 
years of continuous service Sabbatical leave benefits are recorded as expenditures in the period paid and no 
liability is recorded in advance of the sabbatical 

For fund financial statements, vested or accumulated sick leave that is expected to be liquidated with 
expendable available financial resources is reported as an expenditure and a current fund liability of the 
governmental fund that will pay IL In the govemment-vtnde statements, amounts of vested or accumulated sick 
leave that are not expected to be Ikiuidated with expendable available financial resources are recorded as long-
term debt No expenditure Is reported for these amounts. 

No liability is recorded for nonvesting accumulating rights to receive vacation pay. A liability has been recorded 
or up to 25 days of accumulated sick leave for those employees eligible for retirement as of June 30,2012 

At June 30, 2012. employees of the School Board have accumulated and vested $3,362,361 of compensated 
absence benefits payable Salary related payments, including the School Board's share of social security taxes, 
medicare taxes and retirement benefits are not accrued since they are not applicable to sick leave paid upon 
retirement

LONG-TERM DEBT 

The accounting treatment of long-term debt depends on whether the assets are used in governmental fund 
operations or proprietary fund operations and whether they are reported in the govemment-wide or fund 
fmancial statements. Since the School Board's only Proprietary Fund is the Self-Insurance Intemal Service 
Fund, which has no long-term debt, all School Board long-term debt is used tn governmental fund operations 

All long-term debt to be repaid from governmental resources is reported as liabilities in the govemment-wide 
statements. The long-term debt consists primarily of general obligation bonds, and capital leases payable. For 
government-wide reporting, the costs assoaated with the bonds are recognized over the life of the bond As 
permitted t>y GASB Statement No 34. the amortization of the costs of bonds will be amortized prospectively 
from the date of adoption of GASB Statement No 34 

Long-term debt for govemmental funds is not reported as liabilities in the fund financial statements. The debt 
proceeds are reported as other financing sources net of the applicable premium or disccunt and payment of 
principal and interest reported as expenditures. For fund financial reporting, issuance costs, even if withheld 
from Uie actual net proceeds received, are reported as debt service expenditures. 

EQUITY CLASSlFlCATlOfsiS 

In the govemment-wide statements, equity is classified as net assets and displayed in three components: 

a. Invested in capital assets, net of related debt - Consists of capital assets including restricted capital 
assets, net of accumulated depreciation and reduced by the outstanding balances of any bonds, 
mortgages, notes, or other bonrowing that are attiibutable to the acquisition, constmction, or 
improvement of those assets 

b ResU'icted net assets - Consist of net assets with constraints placed on the use either by (1) 
external groups, such as creditors, grantors, contnbutors, or laws or regulations of other 
govemments; or (2) law through constitutional provisions or enabling legislation 

c. Unrestricted net assets - All other net assets that do not meet the definition of "restricted" or 
'invested in capital assets, net of related debt * 

In the fund financial statements, governmental fund equity is classified as fund balance. Fund balance reports 
aggregate amounts for five classifications of fijnd balances based on the constraints imposed on the use of 
these resources The nonspendable fund balance classification Includes amounts Uiat cannot be spent because 
Uiey are either (a) not in spendable form - prepaid Items or inventones, or (b) legally or contractually required to 
be maintained intact. 

The spendable portion of the fund balance compnses the remaining four classifications: resu-icted, committed, 
assigned, and unassigned. 

a Restncted - Reflects the constraints imposed on resources either (a) extemally by creditors, 
grantors, contributors, or laws or regulations of other govemments. or (b) Imposed by law through 
constitutional provisions or enabling legislation.

b. Committed - Consists of amounts that can only be used for specific purposes pursuant to 
constraints imposed by formal resolutions or ordinances of the board members - the School 
Board's highest level of decision making authority. Those committed amounts cannot be used for 
any other purpose unless the board members remove the specified use by taking the same type of 
action imposing the commitmenL This classification also includes contractijal obligations to the 
extent that existing resources in the fund have been specifically committed for use in satisfying 
those conbBCtual requirements 

c. Assigned - Reflects the amounts constrained by the School Board's 'intent' to be used for specific 
purposes, but are neither restricted nor committed. The members of the board, the Superintendent, 
and the finance director have the authority to assign amounts to be used for specific purposes 
Assigned fund balances include all remaining amounts (except negative balances) that are reported 
in governmental funds, other than the General Fund, that are not classified as nonspendable and 
are neither restricted nor committed 

d Unassigned - This fund balance is the residual classification for the General Fund It is also used to 
report negative fund balances In other governmental funds. 

Propnetary fund equity is classified the same as in the government-wide statements 

When resti'icted and other fund balance resources are available for use, the School Board's policy is to first 
apply unrestricted resources - committed, assigned, and unassigned when an expense is incurred for purposes 
for which both restiicted and unresbicted are available. 

E BUDGET PRACTICES 

The proposed budget for 2012 was completed and made available for public inspection at the School Board 
office prior to the required public heanng held for suggesticns and comments from taxpayers In accordance 
with R.S. 17'88(A), pansh school boards must adopt the budget no later than September 15 of each year The 
budget, which included proposed expenditures and the means of financing them, for the General, Speaal 
Revenue, and Debt Service Funds, was published in the offlcial joumal ten days prior to the public heanng 

The budgets for the General, Special Revenue, and Debt Service Funds for the fiscal year 2012 were prepared 
on the modified accrual basis of accounting, consistent with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP) 

Formal budgetary accounts are integrated into the accounting system during the year as a management conti'Ol 
device, including the recording of encumbrances Appropriations lapse at the end of each fiscal year 

The level of contit)! over the budget is exeroised at the fijnction or program level for (he Generel. Special 
Revenue, and Debt Service Fur^s The Supenntendent and/or Assistant Supenntendent are authonzed to 
transfer budget amounts within each fund; however, any supplemental appropriations that amend the total 
expenditures of any fund require School Board approval As required by state law, when actual revenues within 
a fund are failing to meet estimated annual budgeted revenues by five percent or more, and/or actual 
expenditures wiUiin a fund are exceeding estimated budgeted expenditijres by five percent or more, a budget 
amendment to reflect such changes is adopted by the School Board in an open meeting Budgeted amounts 
included in the financial statements include the original adopted budget and all subsequent amendments. 
Amendments to the budget were not matenal.

F. ENCUMBRANCES 

Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders, contracts and other commitments for the expenditures 
of monies are recorded in order to reserve that portion of the applicable appropriation, rs utilized for the (general 
Fund and Special Revenue Funds. Encumbrances are recorded when purchase orders are issued but are not 
considered expenditures until liabilities for payments are incurred. Encumt>ered appropriations lapse at the 
dose of the fiscal year but are appropriately provided for In the subsequent year's budget. Encumbrances 
outstanding at year-end are reported as a reservation of fund balance on the balance sheet

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting pnnciples requires 
management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and 
disdosuro of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of 
revenues and expenditures dunng the reporting period Actual results could differ from those estimates.

The School Board can invest in direct debt securities of the United States unless law expressly prohibits such an 
investment The School Board's investments are categorized to give an indication of the level of nsk assumed 
by It at year-end The above pledged securities include uninsured and unregistered investments with secunties 
hekj by the counterparty's tnjst department or agent in the School Board's name. 

The St Landry Parish School Board also has $775,901 on deposit with the Louisiana State Treasury for the 
Education Excellence Fund These funds are covered by Louisiana State insurance coverage. 

The LAMP investment Is in the pool of funds and thereby not evidenced by securities that exist in physical or 
book entry form LAMP ts administered by LAMP, Inc; a nonprofit corporetion organized under the laws of the 
State of Louisiana, and is governed by a board of directors comprised of representatives from various local 
govemments and statewide professional organizations Only local governments having contiacted to participate 
in LAMP have an investment interest In Its pool of assets 

While LAMP is not required to be a registered investinent company under the Investment Company Act of 1940. 
Its investment policies are similar to tiiose established by Rule 2a7, which governs registered money market 
funds The primary objective LAMP is to provide a safe environment for the placement of public funds in short-
term, high quality investments

The LAMP portfolio includes only securities and other obligations in which local governments in Louisiana are 
authorized to invest Accordingly. LAMP investments are restncted to secunties issued, guaranteed, or backed 
by the United States Treasury, the U S Govemment. or one of its agencies, enterpnses. or instiumentaliUes, as 
well as repurchase agreements coltaterized by those secunties The dollar weighted average portfolio maturity 
of LAMP assets is restricted to not more than 90 days, and consists of no securities with a matunty in excess of 
397 days. The fair market value of investments is determined on a weekly basis to monitor any variances 
between amortized cost and maricet value. The fair value of the School Board's investment In LAMP is the 
same as the value of the pooled shares Normally, investments are required to be reported at fair value. For 
purposes of determining participants' shares, investments are valued at amortized cost. Investinents in an 
external investment pool can be reported at amortized cost if the external investment pool operates in a manner 
consistent with the Secunty Exchange Commission's (SEC's) Rule 2a7. LAMP is an extemal investment pool 
that operates in a manner consistent with SEC Rule 2a7 LAMP is designed to be highly liquid to give its 
participants immediate access to their account balances

NOTE 3- AD VALOREM TAXES

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Plan Descnption 

In accordance witii State statutes, Uie School Board provides certain continuing health care and life insurance 
benefits for its retired employees Substantially all of the School Board's employees become eligible for tiiese 
benefits upon reaching retirement age while woridng for the School Board These benefits for retirees and 
similar benefits for active employees are provided through the Louisiana Office of Group Benefits, whose 
monthly premiums are paid jointiy by the employee and the School Board The 0GB plan is a fully Insured, 
multiple-employer arrangement and has been deemed to be an agent multiple-employer plan for financial 
reporting purposes and for this valuation 

The 0GB "Medicare Advantage* plan has been assumed to apply to those employees after Medicare eligibility 
for purposes of this valuation. Medical benefits are provided to employees upon actual retiremenL Employees 
of the St Landry Pansh School Board are covered by four different retirement plans as explained further in Note 
11. 

Funding Policy 

The plan is currentiy financed on a pay-as-you-go basis, with Uie St Landry Parish School Board contributing 
approximately $10 2 million for the fiscal year ended June 30. 2012, respectively, for active employees and their 
dependents and approximately $7 1 million for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2012 for retirees and their 
dependents. No assets have been segregated and restricted to provide post-employment benefits. 

Retirees contribute approximately 25% of the retiree only coverage for the basic core and premium buy-up 
plans, respectively, and one-half of the oost of dependent coverage Active employees contiibute approximately 
25% of the employee only coverage for the basic core and premium buy-up plans, respectively, and one-half of 
the cost of dependent coverage. 

The School Board provides an employer paid life insurance t)enefit to all active employees and retirees. 
Employees and retirees hired on or before January 1. 2002 receive a life Insurance benefit of one and one-half 
times Uieir most recent salary Employees hired on July 2, 2002 or thereafter life insurance benefit is restricted 
to fifty thousand dollars ($50,000). At age 70 the life insurance benefit is reduced to seventy-five hundred 
ddlars ($7,500) for retirees 

Annual OPEB Cost and Net OPEB Oblioation 

The School Board's annual OPEB cost (expense) was calculated based on tiie annual required contribution of 
the employer (ARC), an amount actuanally determined in accordance with the parameters of GASB Statement 
No. 45 The ARC represents a level of funding that, if paid on an ongoing basis, is projected to cover normal 
cost each year and amortize any unfunded actuarial liabilities over the actuanal amortization penod. Since fiscal 
year 2009 was Uie initial year of implementation for GASB Statement No. 45 for the St. Landry Pansh School 
Board, there was no net OPEB obligation at the beginning of the year and only one year of trend information 
was available The ARC was calculated as part of the July 1,2009 and 2008. actuarial valuations performed by 
outside actuary consultants.

Funding Status and Fundmo Progress 

As of July 1. 2011, the most recent actijarial valuation date, the plan was zero funded. The actuanal accmed 
liability for benefits was 3257,631.800. with no valued assets, resulting in an unfunded actuarial accrued liability 
(UAAL) of the same amount Actuarial valuations of an ongoing plan involve estimates of the value of reported 
amounts and assumptions about the probability of occurrence of events far into the future Examples indude 
assumptions about future employment, mortality, and the healthcare cost trend. Amounts determined regarding 
the funded status of the plan and the annual required conti-ibutions of the School Board are subject to continual 
revision and actual results are compared with past expectations and new estimates are made about the future 
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NOTE 9 - OTHER POST-EMPLOYMENT BENEFITS (OPEB) - CONTINUED 

Funding Status and Funding Progress - Continued 

The actuanal accrued liability (AAL) has decreased since the last valuation of the plan, dropping by 
approximately 2%. The annual required conti-ibution dropped by approximately 3 6% The decrease was due to 
a number of issues induding per capita costs, age morbidity factors, demographic assumptions, eligibility 
change and service. 

The schedule of funding progress, presented as required supplementary information following the notes to the 
financtai statements, presents multiyear ti^end information that shows whetiier Uie actijarial value of plan assets 
is increasing or decreasing over time relative to the actijarial accrued liabilities for benefits.

Actuarial Methods and Assumptions 

Projections of benefits for financial reporting purposes are based on the substantive plan (the plan as 
understood by the School System and plan members) and indude the types of benefits provided at the time of 
each valuation and the historical pattern of shanng of benefit costs between the School System and the plan 
members. The actuarial methods and assumptions used include techniques that are designed to reduce the 
effects of short-term volatility in actuarial accrued liabilities and the actuanal value of assets, consistent wiUi the 
long-term perspective of the calculations. 

For actuarial valuations. Uie projected unit credit actuarial cost method was used. Because the School System 
cun^ntiy finances Uie OPEB using the pay-as-you-go method, the discount rate is based on (he historical (and 
expected investinent that are expected to be used in financing the payment of benefits). The actuarial 
assumptions included a 4.0% investment rate of return, a 5 0% annual increase of salaries, and an annual 
healthcare cost trend rate of 9.0% at July 1, 2008, decreasing to 5 0% In fiscal 2021. Life expectandes were 
based on Uie RP 2000 Combined Healthy Mortality Table for Small Plans projected at seven year. Turnover 
and disability rates were based on the School System's historical data and modified based on years of 
employmenL 

Per capita medical plan costs were developed by age for pre-65 claimants based on weighted daims 
experience from July 1. 2007 to June 30,2009 and adjusted for trend Actual administi-ative expenses and stop-
loss fees were included in the plan cost development Claim costs by age were adjusted for increased 
utilization via aging and other demographic changes. Actuarial assumptions also include: (1) 40% of males and 
40% of females are assumed to be man'ied at retirement, (2) female spouses are assumed to be three years 
younger than males; (3) 100% of future retirees will elect medical benefits; (4) 70% of future retirees will elect to 
participate in Uie life insurance program 

The unfunded actuarial accrued liability is being amortized as a level percentage of payrolls on an open basis 
The remaining amortization period at July 1. 2011 was 27 years 
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NOTE 10- SALES AND USE TAXES 

The School Board levies a one percent sales and use tax dedicated to supplement salaries of teachers and/or 
pay costs of operating the schools, including salanes of other personnel. In addition, the School Board levies a 
one percent sales and use tax through the Educational Facilities and Improvement Distinct of the Parish of St 
Landry, dedicated to supplement employee salaries and benefits. The St Landry Parish Sales Tax Commission 
has authonzed the St. Landry Parish School Board to collect sales and use tax for ail taxing bodies in the parish 
beginning July 1.1992. The School Board retains one percent of all collections as a collection fee. 

The collection and disti'ibution of sales taxes are accounted for in tiie Sales Tax Agency Fund. 

NOTE 11 - RETIREMENT SYSTEMS 

Substantially all employees of the School Board are members of two statewide cost-sharing, multi-employer 
public employee retirement systems In general, professional employees (such as teachers and prinapals) and 
lunchroom workers are members of the Louisiana Teachers' Retirement System (TRS); other employees, such 
as custodial personnel and bus drivers, are members of the Louisiana School Employees' Retirement System 
(LSERS). 

These systems are cost sharing, multiple-employer defined benefit pension plans administered by separate 
boards of trustees. Pertinent information, as required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board 
Statement No 27, relative to each plan follows 

A. Teachers' Retirement System of Louisiana (TRS) 

Ran Descnption 

The School Board participates in two membership plans of the TRS, the Regular Plan and Plan A. The TRS 
provides retirement benefits as well as disability and survivor benefits. Ten years of service credit is 
required to become vested for retirement benefits and five years to become vested for disability and survivor 
benefits. Benefits are established and amended by state statute The TRS Issues a publicly available 
financial report Uiat includes financial statements and required supplementary information for tiie TRS. That 
report may be obtained by writing to Uie Teachers' Reti'rement System of Louisiana, Post Office Box 94123, 
Baton Rouge.

Funding Policy 

Plan members are required to contnbute 8 0 percent and 91 percent of their annual covered salary for the 
Regular Plan and Plan A. respectively The School Board is required to conti-ibute at an actuarially 
determined rate. The current rate is 23 7 percent of annual covered payroll for both membership plans. 
Member conti'ibutions and employer contiibutions for the TRS are established by state law and rates are 
established by the Public Retirement Systems' Actuanal Committee The School Board's employer 
contribution to the TRS as provided by state law is funded by Uie State of Louisiana through annual 
appropnations, by deductions from local ad valorem taxes, and by remittances from Uie School Board 

Contributions by the School Board to the TRS for the years ended June 30, 2012, 2011. and 2010, were 
$16,545,782. $13,923,416. and $10.891,965. respectively, equal \o the required contributions for each year. 
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NOTE 11 - RETIREMENT SYSTEMS - CONTINUED 

B Louisiana School Employees' Retirement System (LSERS) 

Plan Description 

The LSERS provides retirement benefits as well as disability and survivor benefits. Ten years of service 
credit is required to become vested for retirement benefits and five years to become vested for disabOity and 
survivor benefits Benefits are established and amended by state statute. The LSERS issues a publidy 
available finandal report that indudes financial statements and required supplementary information for the 
LSERS. That report may be obtained by wnting to the Louisiana School Employees' Retirement System. 
Post Office Box 44516. Baton Rouge. Louisiana 70804-4516. or by calling (225) 925-6484 

Funding Policy 

Plan members are required to conti'ibute 7 5 percent of their annual covered salary In the current fiscal 
year. Uie School Board contributed at the rate of 28.6 percent of annual covered payroll Member 
contributions and employer contributions for Uie LSERS are established by state law and rates are 
established by the Public Retirement Systems' Actuarial Committee The School Board's employer 
contribution for the LSERS is funded by the State of Louisiana through annual appropnations and by 
remittances from the School Board. 

Contiibutions by the School Board to the LSERS for the years ending June 30. 2012, 2011, and 2010 were 
$1,787,632, $1,579,470 and $1,198,278. respectively, equal to Uie required contnbutions of each year. 

NOTE 12- SELF-INSURANCE PROGRAM 

The School Board Is partially self-insured in regards to woricers' compensation insurance Under the terms of an 
excess workers' compensation insurance agreement witii a private insurance company in effect at June 30, 
2012. the School Board's maximum liability per occurrence is $300,000 for all claims paid dunng the year. The 
School Board reporied a daims liability of $2,602,476 on the government-vi/ide financial statements at June 30. 
2012. The liability is based on Governmental Accounting Standards Board Statement No. 10. which requires 
that a liability for claims be reported if information prior to the issuance of the financial statements indicates that 
it Is probable that a liability has been incurred at the date of the financial statements and the amount of the loss 
can be reasonably estimated The claims liability was computed by determining the age of the individual and 
using tiie life insurance table for the longevity of each person to determine the years of futijre exposure at the 
present compensation rate. Claim payments are recognized as current-year expenditures of the General Fund 
and daims liabilities not requinng current resources are recorded on the govemment-wide financial statements

The School Board participates in a number of federally assisted programs. These programs are audited in 
accordance wiUi Single Audit Act Amendments of 1996. Audits of pnor years have not resulted in any matenal 
disallowed costs; however, grantor agencies may provide for further examinations. Based on prior expenence, 
Uie School Board's management believes Uiat further examination would not result in any matenal disallowed

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and 
the aggregate remaining fund Infonnation of the St. Landry Parish School Board, as of and for the year ended 
June 30. 2012, which collectively comprise the School Board's t)asic financial statements and have issued our 
report thereon dated January 4, 2013. We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Govemment Auditinjj Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. 

Intemal Control Over Financial Reoortino 

Management of the St Landry Parish School Board Is responsible for establishing and maintaining effective 
internal control over financial reporting In planning and perfomiing our audit, we considered the School Board's 
internal control over financial reportir\g as a basis for designing our auditing procedures for the purpose of 
expressing our opinions on the financial statements, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the SL Landry Parish School Board's internal control over financial reporting. Accordingly, we 
do not express an opinion on the effectiveness of the St Landry Parish School Board's intemal control over 
financial reporting. 

Our consideration of internal control over financial reporting was for the limited purpose described in the first 
paragraph of this section and was not designed to identify all deficienaes in intemal control over financial 
r^KMling that might be deficiencies, signiftcant deficiencies, or matenal weaknesses and therefore, there can be 
no assurance that all deficiencies, significant deficiencies, or material weaknesses have been Identified 
However, as descnbed In the accompanying Schedule of Findings and Questioned Costs, we identified certain 
defidendes in intemal control over financial reporting that we consider to be matenal weaknesses and other 
defidendes that we consider to be significant deficiencies. 

A deficiency in intemal control exists when the design or operation of a control does rv>X allow management or 
employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent, or detect and correct 
misstatements on a timely basis A material weakness is a deficiency, or combination of deficiencies, in internal 
control such that there is a reasonable possibility that a material misstatement of the entity's financial 
statements will not be prevented, or detected and corrected on a timely basis. We consider the deficiency 
described in the accompanying Schedule of Findings and Questioned Costs as item 2012-4 to t>e a material 
weakness. 

A significant defiaency is a defiaency. or a combination of deficiencies, in Internal control that is less severe 
than a matenal weakness, yet important enough to ment attention by those charged with governance We

Hovi/ever, the Central Office does not perform a detailed intemal audit on the school activity 
accounts to determine if the schods are adhering to School Board policies and state law. 

Criteria* LSA - RS 17:414.3 establishes the accounting rules and fiscal procedures for school activity accounts 
as well as the responsibility and authority for centralized oversight One bank account is to be used for deposit 
and disbursement of all groups funding and an accounting of each group's receipts, disbursements and 
balances to be made. Each group's expenditures are to be made only with available funds of that group or 
activity. The Supenntendent or his designee is to review all accounts annually 

Cause In the past, detailed audits of school activity accounts were not perfoimed on a routine basis 

Effect: The School Board is not providing the j>roper oversight of the school activity accounts. The lack of 
adequate oversight provides the opportunity for the misappropnation of cash and the funds designated for a 
particular dub to be expended by another group 

Recommendation With regard to its oversight of the accounts, the School Board should enhance its oversight

School prindpals and bookkeepers are now provided with a 
manual that mcludes policies and procedures related to school activity funds A report is printed monthly which 
shows each account's activity, this report is reviewed and approved by both the bookkeeper and pnndpal The 
central office conducts routine audits at each school at which point random receipts and expenditures are 
selected for testing. The central office has also started receiving email backups of each school's accounting

Condition: For 1 out of 8 transactions selected for testing In the Title I, Part A Cluster, the St Landry Parish 
School Board did not venfy that the entities that they entered into a procurement contract with were not 
suspended or debarred 

Cnteria. Per paragraph 2.6 of the St Landry Pansh School Board Purchasing Manual, as well as under the 
compliance provisions of OMB Circular A-133 Compliance Supplement, an entity is prohibited from contracting 
with vendors that are suspended or debarred from conducting business with f€»deral award programs Under 
these provisions, an entity must certify that a vendor Is not suspended or debarred under transactions that are 
expected to equal or exceed $25,000. This verification may be accomplished by checking the Exduded Parties 
List System (EPLS) 

Cause The School Board has not followed procedures to determine the suspension and del>arment status of 
its vendors 

Effect Because of the failure to follow the procedures for checking the EPLS. the School Board could contract 
with vendors that are suspended or debarred. 

Recommendation Procedures should be followed to verify, by checking the Excluded Parties List System 
(EPLS), that the entity they are contracting with is not suspended or debarred Evidence that the list was 
checked should be maintained in the procurement file. 

Management's Response: The new employees processing federal fijnds have been informed of this system 
They are now checking the Excluded Parties List System (EPLS) for debarred vendors when makmg purchases

Cause: Clencal errors were made in comparability reports thereby showing all participating and non-
participating schools as comparable 

Effed Because of clencal errors in the comparability reports, the School Board provided services to a 
partidpating school that was not compareble to a non-participating school 

Recommendation Procedures should be implemented for carefijl review and approval of all comparability 
reports

Routine audits of school activity funds arc being performed In the past, school administrators allowed certain 
groups to spend funds that were not available to their group fhis has created negaUve cash balances for some 
groups. All school administrators have been informed of the proper procedures for spending school activity funds. 
School principals and bookkeepers are now provided with a manual that mcludes policies and procedures related to 
school activity funds A report is pnnted monthly which shows each account's activity, this report is reviewed and 
approved by both the bookkeeper and principal. The central office conducts routine audits at each school at which 
point random receipts and expendilures are selected for testing The central office has also started receiving email 
backups of each school's accountmg files monthly so the activity can b^ monitored more regularly. School 
administrators are also being directed to have fund raisers to apply to the accounts with negative balances It will 
take some time before these accounts are cleared up, but there should be noticeable improvement.
